To itistnict the mass of our riti/.ein in these tin ir rigiits, interests and duties, as men and citizens, being 
tiien the objects of education in the priniary s< Imols, whether prixate or public, in tliein should be taught reading, 
writing and nunioricai arithmetic, tite elements of mensuration (useful in so many callings,) and the outlines of geo- 
graphy and history { bmI tills brings us to the point at which are to commenre the higher brancbes of education, of 
wMcb the Legislflinire rniairstiie (kn elopement : those, for example, which arc to rorm.the Stalcanien,Leghilaton Mid 
Judges, on whnin public pn^perity, and individual happiness are so much to depend :

Toenlighten tiiemwitb iMailieniatiral and physical scienccs, whicb advance the arts and administer to tbe hcaltb^ 
the subsLstiwce and rooiforis of human life : 

'And generally (o form iliein to habits of reflcctfon, and correct action, rendering tbem examples of virtue to otIieTS, 
and of ha|it)ine<is within themselves.

And wlu'ie a sparse populafion WDiihi nut, \\iihin siii li a (onipass, furnish sni)ji ct.s suHicier.t to maintain 
a M:hool, a rompeUMit enlargement of district must, of neceKsity, theiH! be Nubniitled to. At tliesc disU'ict schools or 
eaOflfniy boys shtndd be rendered able to ivad the easirr authors, Latin and (ireek. Thbi wntild bo HMftd andsuflicient 
for many not intended for an university e<lucation. At these tnn» might be tatigbt English g^nmnMr* the higher 
branches of numrriral arithmetic, tlie j^rometry of Btmixht linmand €»f tlie cin'le, tlie deraenth of narfgation, and 
geo^^rajihy to a sutVn ient (I' lj^n'r. and thus aft'urd to j^r< ut<T ii'.iinhers flie means of beiiifj ([nalilidl for tiie \ ai ioiis 
vocations (if life nt-i liifiu; more iiislnu lion ttian niriTty menial or piiedial hihor: and the tianie ntlvunia(;es to yuiitlis 
Wlioiie education may hu\e beeti neglected until too late to lay a fotrnilation in lite learned lan!i;uajii;es. These institu- 
tloM* intermediate betwt?en the Primary bchonis ami UnivemHy* might then be the pasaagc of enu-aiice for youths into 
the UniTrniity, wher« their clni^tral learninK mi.t^ht be critically compieated, by a study of tli« aiitboni of highest 
dojfrre. Ami it is at t!iis stai^oonly tliat they siuifdtl be rereivrrl at tlie t;niversily. — tlivinj^ then a jMirtinn of their 
tiuu' t'l a (laishril knouleil^e of tlie Lutin and Greek, iiie rest mi^lil be ajijunpriated to the mixlern hinpiai^es, or to 
the coiiiaK iireiti"rit of the roiii si' of sriem e, for wliit li they should be destine*!. This would generally be aliont the 
15th year of their age, when they raigtii^iwith more saiety and coiitcntnient to that distance I'nmi their parenta.~ 
Until tliiH preparatory proviHion shall lie uMflc* either tlie Univeraiiy will be overwhelmed with tlie grammar school* 
or a s«|)arHte r«tablishnirnt under one or more Usiiers fur it^ lower classes, will be advisable, at a mile or two dis> 
tanre from the general one; wlieix; too may he c.xeirtHcd the stricter government necessary for young boys, but 
ansuitalile for youths arrived at years of disi retion. 

Tlie con-iderations wbicii have gi>vcrne<l U»e sjiecification of languatjes to he tanj^ht by the Professor of modern 
laimaages, were* that the FiTtich is tlie language of genei-al inteirnurse anu>ng nations, and as a de|M)sitory af hu^ 
man science, is imsiiqisiKsod by any other Ungiiage, living or dead : tliattlie tipauiah is highly interesting to ae, an 
tiie langna^ce spoken by so great a portion of the InltahitantB of our continental with whom we shall pmbahly have 
great inteironrsr ere lon'^: and is that also in v. liic li is written the greater part of the early histcu y of Amei ira : 
The Italian abounds \vitb works of very superior order, vniiiabh- for their mrtter, and still more distinguiidicd 
as ukmIcIs of the finest taste in style and com|XMiition : and the tiernian how stnmis in a line with that of the moat 
learned nations in rirlinrss of rindition* and advance in the sciences, it is too of common descent with tlie Imib 
l^uago of bur own country, a brnnnh nf tlie Name orlghml OoHiic jrtork. ami fnmislics Tahialile illimtrations fiir us. 
Jl.it in tills imi'i* of \iew. the Ariglo-Sa\oii is of p '< idiar valne. M e h::\f jilni ot! it aiuong the modern lanfcnnges, 
becanse it is in (. r' iii.it wliieii we speak, in the l ailiot form in wl.it h v,e li;;\e knowlnlgr of it. It has been uiider- 
jToin.i^. with lime, ilio-e jjrailnal rlianices v\!iii U all hioi: .i>,i;i ' . ancient and raoilem, b«>e exjM*rieneiil : and even now, 
needs oidy to be oi iiilod in the modern cliaracter and ortlmgnipbr, lu b« intelligible, in a considerable degree, to 
an English r;<:)dei-. It ba.s this \ alue tiMi above the Greek nml Latin, that while it gives tlie radix Of tlic imiHs..iof our 
Inngiiiigc, tliey explain its innovations only. Obvious prools of this have been presented (o the modern reader, in tlie 
diitqnihititms of llorneTookr; and ForteHcne Aland has well explained the gir.-it instruction «l>irb may be il< rived 
fnnn if ti>waids a full nnderstaitdin^ of our ancient common law, on wiiii b as a si(i< k, our whole s>sti ni of law is 
•ngrafU'd. It will form tla* first link in the chain of an historical iTview of our iungiiHjce tbroiigb all its successive 
changi's to the present day; will constitute the foundation of that critical instruction in it, wliich ought to be found 
in a Scminaiy of general learning; ami thus reward amply the few weeks of attention wiiichwonid alone be Nquisite 
for H» attainment. A language already fraught with all the eminent science of our parent conntiy, the fiitare vehicle 
nt u ii.^'in er \sr mav ourselves atcbievet and deatiiied to occapy so much ii|mce on flie giobe» claima diatiniguiahcd atten- 
tion in American eiio, ation. 

Medicine, wlici e fully taught, is usually subdinded into several prnfesHnrships ; but 'this cannot well be with- 
out the accessory of an hospital, where the Student- can have tito benefit of attending clinical iccturm, and oC 
nsisting at oporatbns of surgery. With this accessory, the seat of onr Unlmndty is not yet prepared, either by its 
-population, or by the numbers of poor* who would leave their own hous« s. and accept of the charilies of an hospital. 
For the present therefore, we propose but a sinirle Professor for both Medii ine ami Amttomy. Ity him the eh iiirnts of 
Diediral si ienre may be tauL'bt. w 'ah aiiistory and e\ planatioris of all its successive theories from llip|K)cra(cs to the 
resent day ; and anatomy may be fully treated. V egetable pharmacy will make a part of tlw botanical coarao, aa^

Oura, on (he saiiic curifrt 
principle, should be admted to onr arms and warfare; and the manual exercine, intlitary mannftivres, and tai ticii 
(generally, should be the freriuent exenMses of the stuilents, in their hours of recreation, ft is at that age of aiitnessj, 
docility and emulation offlie practices of nn»nh(u«l, that snch tliinjfs aresooiHst learnt, ami loiip'st remcndteml. The 
use of tools too, in the mumuti arts, is w orthy of encoura.:t;i ni< nt, hy lacilitating to Huch m choose it. an admission 
intolhc neighhourlnB Work-sh»|Nt.

Statement marktsl (A.) exhibits the account, lea\ing a balance in favour uf tlie institution, of S 5995 74, exdu' 
sive of what has been done and Airnislied for the Commonw ealth, in erecting the additional cel]a» Ac., which is not 
brought into tha report; because the work hinot j«t completed. 

There are concurrent caosen, why the balance in favour of the Institutinn is not as large as it otherwise mixbt 
ha\ o hren J first, the disap{K)intinent in the sale of flour barrels, <m rasioned by the loss of tlie milln, (hy fm-.^ wliirli 
we had engaged to supply. This, however, is only temporary ; as the convicts in that de|iartment, have been nniiho ed 
n preparing of timber, which will enable us to furnish a greater quantity during the cunvnt year. Secondly, the 
heailing of nails in this Institution, I apprehend, will be a serious kes j aa it was the only business in which we could 
employ the cnnvids to advanta.^e, when their term of hnprisonnMnt was rimrt. The entablbdHnents in this City, 
carried on tiy water marhinery. Iia^e been hront^lit to such a degree of jierfection, that, I am fearful, the pivprietors 
will not find it to tin ir interest to employ us to head their nails.

Kve n the mont profHahle* 
art" under a sentence of an lontj mditary confineineiit as othei-s of less skill and iinliHtry : rniiiil we make it criually 
useful to the eonvici, lo bo ropiTsontcd in Uic cells liy proxy, as in por?>on, we should tlo n ha\e very ample employ- 
ment for those sentenced for one year ; but M it Is very j»roiH«rly the law, thai each f*honld be a (ertain proportion of 
Lis time in the aolitoi^ cells, it is o«it of our power to do any tiling with the twelve mouth's men to advantage* unlew 
some bwnneM oould be Introduced into the bnilding* that rf^uires no art and but little experience. I know of none 
that can h? s. t on foot* oso^the cutting Mid sawing of stone* 'nltlch, at present* is Jmpracticalile* for want of 
sufficient yard. 

Whether it is prartici-tdr {m- Penitentiary Instjitutionfl, to sup|mrt themselves, under all these di»nd\arfnp;e«, is a 
qaention which ha.s been <lecidcd in the ncji^ivc* by mailt of the Institutions on this Continent ; although it seems 
■tnngete most persons, that so many hands engoged at iabosrconM'not' make money ; and strange it would indeed 
a|ipear( on a farm, or opening canols* roads, movhig dirt or stone* &r., exravating'foundatinns, or in the sbojM of 
mechanics e^*ncraily. All, except the latter, require only industry and labour, w-hil^ the latter nr^ composed of 
experienced workmen and ap|)ivnliccs, w lio, after a few yeai-s, b<'rtmie profitalilo ; but in rriiili-ntiarirs, the case is 
very dilTerent : very few aj-c mechanics— many inArm— others old and slow to iearn, and llie greatest proportion of 
convicts sentenced in the year* are tischarged before they have aoqulrsd the ■cc c o n ry arts to be osefol to' the Insti- 
tution, or to themselves. 

Notwithstanding, I have no donbt thet it U pradicslile for them, to do more than nnpport themselves ; hot to do 

it, requires vigilance, inil istr . inar.as^rnicnt and great economy ; like a sfiijiondons marliine, must ho improved ii|K)n 
by experience, (for nothing is pcrlVct in its origin,) so, our institution may be cleared of its defects, hy ivuioving 
those w hich every year's experience may point out to tbe well-wisher of such an humane Institution. 

As tbe object of this Institution is punhliment and reformation* it seems tlien proper* tliat all should fare alike* 
ogreeable to wo degree of their guilt ; but this wHI require a revtebin of the criminal laws. By i«feimice to the 
j«tper marked (B.) you will find, (liat !or similar offences, one is sottoncod for one. and another for ten years: llOW 
far jKilicy sanctions the propriety tif loa\ ing such a wide scope to a jury, as to sentence an offender from one to ten 
years imprisonment, fur criiiH s nl'the same natuir, is a subject that hsslong impressed my BUnd with douUs: jllStleo 
seems to require, that all siioidd suffer alike, for like offences. 

The law of last session of the l^egislatiire, providing fbrttotrisl of soch as have committed offences the second 
time* which were punishable with deatii anterior to the year 1796* is attended witli considerable trouble and dilEculty 
in asrei-taining, what those oflVnces were. Would it not be better, for the law to ]>oint out specifically tlie crimrs, and 
leave uitUiiivj; in doubt, and likewise provide a further cnnfiiK iiipnt for all those. <lia( commit crimes (ho Mcoiid time of 
any description ? There are instances of persons beiii/; sentenced for a siibsetiuent crime, a skioi'ler tenii of inipri- 
aonment, than for the first olibnce : the Rwmier*tbat have been received^ who are second olibiideffs* calls for a moee>flo> 
vonpm^ment. 

I believe, that if a diffhvneewere made in the indidgence of thooo^ Hmt are gniltr of the most helnoos rriraeo, 

from others less rornipt, it would be attended with solotoiy effect to the Community, and for this >Tns<in, 1 would re- 
commend, that the most abandoned offenders should be excluded from seeing or hoaring from (heir friends for at least 
two tidrds of their time, for which they were sentenced. Although humanity shudders at the idea of locking up fellow 
beings and deprivitq; tliem of the last reamiidng comfort of seeing or iiearing from tlteir friends, yet w hat fiunishinent 
is it, that oaght not to he regretted : and what is the obfect of thh ponlshment f certainly not merely to piinbib the offen- 
der, becaiii<o he has offended, (no country can fiiel a deliglit in re^ enge or satisfaction In locking np a citizen,) bat it is 
intended as sclf-pi*e.servation, in deterring oUiera from tlie smiim: villainous course ; in efllbcting tliis, should a rcforma- 
ioabo wroogirt Oft the object, two impofftMt points WMid he gained. Tftsntbrthomost hnnienod and abanrioMdt

not only ieasening the terror, but a HrrioiiH injni7 to tlie institation. 

lA'ater, tiae most material and indis|M'nKable necrasary towanls kro]iing the Institution rlrant ia rerj* deficient : ns 
tlie number of ronvictH has im-miscd, so is the quantity of water nM|iiircd. The Kiipply from tlie wells is inaili-i|iiat<- 
liltlK'all iiu|iortU1t object of pirsor>'inj< lir ;dlli. wli'u Ij lias bvvu sonsilji v 1V1< tlic ]ia>1 stinuucr and I'urcpai f of iIk* fiill ; 
atone time were in an alarming situation, nnd it i.s nut unlikely, that tlie want ol lids tlen.ent whh |iai1l,> the (oiiM-. I 
allude to the period when about thirty of the Convicts were ronlini d to the hospital. In addition to health, iliat 
of fire ifl a jfreat conatdcrattuu ; ahould it break out in tite niglit, the caiaiuity migiit l»e irreparable; when, if we Itail 
ahumhmcc of water, we ahould be able to ntop the i)i*o;;rem without much losa. Tliere are apringa in the neigbbnur* 
hood, wliicli miulit be rondiirted into tin IjiiiLlinj;- witli iniDnsidi i ablr expense; to eRe< tthis will rei|uire Legislative aid. 

I be;; lelive lo rail your attention and t!itiiiii;li you, that of the proper authority, to the iiiiportniit Milijert of en- 
closing tliis buildini; : the advantage attending an t iu Iomuiv, ih ob\ ious tn all ai (|uaint(-d \> ith its ex|MiMe(l siiuatinn both 
from the interior and fixterior. Tlie expense will be iocunsidcrahle, compared to the benefit the public w ill derive In 
tlie safety and protection of it^ proiierty, whicb is liable to be pilCBred and wasted : and no doubt a giKwi deal is de- 
stroyed in tliis way for the want of the means of protecting it. 

I still have it in my power ti» state, that the convicts, \vjth a few exceptions, have conducted themselves ortlcrly, and 
most of tlieni, exhibit a dispositimi to ai i|iiiri' llieir Heveral ti ades. 

I HUggcst for your consideration the propriety of rhangini; tl»t mode of disposing of the niuniifacfurecl articles, 
with a view to save to tlic Institution, considerable ex]>eiice, as well as to keep up its credit: and instead ol having two 
Stores, onljr to have tbcom) at tlie I'enitentiary. Most all the articles, except slio«s,tliat are now made or likely to be 
. made, are of Hiat nature that they cannot be diaposcd of to the same ad^^antoge in town, heemnr of their buIkineaR ; 
the heavy hiiviiK ss must Ix iiu l eased as fast as mechanics arc made, and \\itli this intentitni, I am endeavouring to 
piticure a stock, tliul w ill enable nie lo carry on the agricultural implement-making ujion a lari;e scale ; believing it tite 
heist means for ix-ndering the Institution more useful to the community, both in supplying on reasonable terms, neces- 
sary implements towards promoting the prosperity and happiness of man; and instructing the roovicts in suck huainesa 
as will enable them to prncure a living in whatever conntrjr they may chance to live. Batthr plan upon whicb this new 
armn.i;einent should he made, ai^iTrnlde to ni,\ ideas, shall be more fully explained hereafter. 

i rainiot chise this communiratioii, without once moiv appealing through yon. to the Legislature, of the necessity 
of aujinn iilii llie salaries of the subordinate ollicers of tin- lo'-titiitioii : it is inip')>>ililr tn ciiiplny or retain suitable 
periioiiM to attcihl to the duties requiml of them, in promoting the interei^t of the iiMtilution, lor the compcnhatiuu they 
M|w receive. 

Whatever may be adopted in regard to the better govemmmt of the Institution, «11l meet my imremitted attUU

If retake a view of the number of })en!on8 on the sick list* during; tlie year, tite desrriptions of them, and their 
tKaewMH, and the nmiqr disadTantane invalids maatucccaaaraiy enrounter* in the best regvlaird jails, we will be ao- 
tnnisbed that oar hill of mortality is so aroall. It ta a fhrt, lHiwev«r» wwthy of nntire, that not more than three er 

four persons have died Iicro witliiit the last three yi ai s, with disrasrs genrrnted \n thr liuililinir ; but nios* all the deatlia 
oi'ie;ii)uted from causes aiilcredi nt to tlie pcrsoiiH beinq meived here ; snrli as mnsuniption, dmpsy, Kc. from expo- 
sure or dissipation hfforeihe romiction tif tliecnininai. Of thistlaiW of patients, there ai-c now five or six here, who 
bare been complainii'ig oif and on, for the last two or three years, and are gradually wasting away, and must end their 
days in this place.

•f wliii h they ( a used to be proved and all stood tin test ; hence they conclude they are of better fjuaJity than those 
made the preceding yeara ; they certainly have a buUcr appearance, and the Cororoittce think the brass pan an 
im|H^vement. 

The Committee heard no complaint of improper conduct of any of the officers of tlie Armory, but on the con- 
trary, so far aa the Committee cmild judge, they appear to harmcmi/e with each other to promote the interest ol the 
iMtitution.

Your committee will not miimini'^ n mnniput hy rnfrrin? into any general ohscrvations upon the nature of 
Banks, or endfa>oiir to shew hy w!iat nip uis liu-y contribute to augment llie wealth of a nation, in enlarging the MS 
aooroesof agriculture, manufactures or commerce. Argument drawn from abstract principles, liowsotM r well su'tain- 
ad by practical deduction, is but a feeble adversary against public rxcilrment: And it is, at all times, extrcuicjv 
diflicult to separate a questten, imperiously clauning independent ground, tnm Incidents involving similar princi- 
pk s, titfiiish unconnected with its intrinsic merits. Your committee are fully aware of the stroag prijudicot oppoted 
tu the increaac of Bank Capital in Virginia, proceeding, as they lirmly believe, from the i^j ndiriwa nMlltipllr^oa» 
and anlradniaistration of these institutions, in e(/i«r states^ the praaiBie aq^erlenctd in iB«naal&

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lbeiirc(*:<<iary ctii-tailiiinit nS accuinulaWd dcbto ; and other secondarj orasest ncedleM to detail. The wise iTCula^ 
tionn Aiul reiti'ictioti<4 tuliiptcd by Vii-^inta fur the ^vnnment of lier inonied institiitiuiia, hate inspired grneimTaud 
(IcsiTviil caiiliili !K , ill tlicir stability untl j * imam nt useluliu-ss. Vour committee aif satisiml that Liivf:

siuti ot capitalt under similar wholcsotnc restraints« wuulil turtber promote the publir intercut, b} {;;iving('oninien'iaI 
facUities to a large and importaat aection of cmatrj, uliicb b»s wver aigujcd uj ol tiie imntediaie beuefits derived 
fWini that Rystcm.

every natural a(lvaiita.u;c tor iigricnltural pursuits, jastitied the culture of tobacco alone, and tlic profits up<jn that 
wtide iwere greatly diininiKbed by remotcQws from markett aitd the bad state o( tbe roads. The dieajnieaii »t laml 
ooantcnancea a wastenil and slovenly mode of cultivation, and a general af^cnltural languor pervaded that whol* 
di.stri( t "I riHiiitry, Kvery citizen of this roinin<nn\(';ilth must view, witli the higlirst fiati>l;i( ti(in, the auRjiiciuus re- 
sults \sli a' ti Hie likely to rewitrd the vi,y;ormis t Huns, now making to effort thi^ navigation ol tlie Koanokt . The 
partial navlgHti;>ii ain ady acconiiilislied, has caused a transition as i i>|>id as it is |ileasing, and .subtttantialh juuhtable. 
A new impuLse is given to enterprise and industry — ntaiiirested by an unexampled rise in tlic price ot land, the intro- 
duction of a meliorating system of husbandry, and the succpsarul culture of every article aaited to the soil, and 
markets of Virginia. lnde|H>ndentIy of the rich and piipuloua district immediately contiguous tt» the head waters of 
the Roanoke, there, is a section of country to tlic south and west. In the states of North Carolina and \ ii ginia, of sev- 
eral hundred milefl in extent, combining as givat t'ertili' v nfsoil. \vith other advaiitagfs, as any portion ol the sdi.iln rn 
states. From obvious and iiowcrlul causes daily increasing in their upeialion, your committee pert eise, tlial this whole, 
range of country is, in a gi-cat measure, shut out frvni a more convenient niarliet than it now enjoys, and «hicli 
• may be afforded, by Legislative inter|MMitioiif upon much better termut at aonw Unm on tbe Dan Aiver — ^the iM^gMk 
southern navigable bnineb of the Roanoke. Tour committee moreover believe, tbit no town on tbat river unites so 
many advaiitni^es foi- senii iiig this trade as Danville, situated opposite to the great Falls on Dan River, at the head 
of safe and easy navigation ; surrounded on all sidea by a rich and (lopuluus country — the main road which leads from 
n part of the western, and two of tlie aouthem states to tlte northern cities, passing tlirough it, over theonly toll bridge 
Mfuaa Dan ttiver. Tlie hnroensc farilities for milling, and all tbo diversified operations of machinery derived Irom 
Hie grea^ bU of water at this place, present the most favourable prospect of augmenting, and improving the man* 
Tifactures of Virginia : And it also ji )s-,< sscs moi-e pop-ilation, and solid capital, than ali the tow ns on tbat river com- 
bined. .The town ol Danville has, lor some time past, enjoyed a ronsiderabk' portion ut the bcnetits flow ing ti-um 
an active tiaiit'; and the people of the suri*ounding country havi' < vprr ie need similar beiMilta»lhMl tbe lltiinulua hcnoe 
derived in tbe more ample rewards attending tlicir agricultural labours. 

The benefits resulting to Virginia fi-um this valuadtle trade, in augmenting her fiscal resources, increasing her 
military strengtli* and in every respect enlarging tbe sphere of ber solid wealth, and improvement, were too obviotm 
and alluring to elude the vigilance of a sister state, who, by the prompt adoption of a sagacious polic}, ba.s already 
seized a part, andis I'll it her endeavonriii.u;. by the most vigorous exertions, to secure tolnrs<lla iiiono|Mdy of these 
important Iji iu lits. — North Candina, irganling tlie liighly favoured i)osition of Danville withjealous eye, and fear- 
ing it would bec<nue the ein|ioriuin of the Upper Roanoke trade, determined that the towns on her norttiem iKMlhr» 
imnmliatrly below and above, tbotwh almost destitHte oC natural advantages, ehould be patronised and «iicoHni§edto 
put in their rlatms : and to render nie competHlon more fomifdable, she gave to these rival towns alt tiie commercial 

facilities whicii hank capital ronferp. — \i Mill(ii>, fille t n iiiiles below Danville, alnnit tw el\ e n.onths jiast, she estab- 
lished a bank agi'nry ; iwo months past, an additional agency was located at Milton, and another agency at Leaks- 
ville, thiHy miles above Danville. N'olwitbstandingtbe first agency at Milton, the siipi i ior resour* t s ol Dan\ ille, sus^ 
tained by tM energy uf her citizens, enabled her to maintain tlie contest upon equal gruund. Tbe pooide in that part 
of the country mbroltted with f<Hlitude and patience to large sncrlBces in support of their own, and the interests an<t 
f Iiararter of their native state. Hut the struggle lias become too oppressive and unequal to be much longer ni, in- 
faiin' I. or to justily a further saerilire. The predominant weight of bank capital, in giving facilities to no r( an- 
tile ti insertions, under the > xistiiii^ stale of things, reinforcetl by the active and jealous patronage of a great state, 
present a front too powerful fur individuals to opp'we with the faintest lioiie of success. Your Committee would not be 
understood as intending to cast any reflection on the character or motives of North Carolina. On the central^, she in 
entitled to unqualified praise, in purauing a policy calculated not only to invigorate her agriculture, and to swell her ex- 
ports, but, by its powerful influence, to conduct into her markets the Wealth and pmducts of Virginia. Sensibly 
ali\ t' to her interest, her )M>litical foi-ecivstis conspii uuusly di^phivid in i vrry laudable eflbrtto de\ elopr her resuiirces, 
and so far from being n^buked tor the spirit and promptitude with whirii she advances tu aid the enterprise other 
dtiaens, it gives her additional .claims to our applause. 

Tour Conunitlee entertain no doubt, that a concentration of the trails of the upper BflMKike* drawn from such 
an extended and fertile tract of country, and composed of the most valuable staples, must, at no my distant period, 
supp<irt ortP of the largest upland towns in tbe United St.ites. The importanre of securing this trade within the 
limits of Virginia, is tof) palpahh- to need comment. Nature has been prodigal in supplying us with advantages for 
obtaining it : and it remains tor the l.4<gislaturc of the country to determine, whether thoso advantage! ihall befoi* 
proved and turned to our a<-count, or tamely Kuri'ciHlrrfd to a rival. 

It has not escaped the attention of ymir Committee, that if North Carolina succeeds in srcnringto heraelf fbe 
trade of tbe Upper Hoanoke, through the instnimenfality of bank ca|iital, and otiur internal lecrolatinns hading to 
tliat great okject, tbe same policy will prompt her, at any coat, to divei't if pui>sible, tbe Lowci- iluanoke trade Cixim 
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ii Tii-^inia town, and carry it direct to sea, ih)-»!i^h gome outM or the Albenarle Sound | and (he rstiihlishmcnt of 
bank a,^eticieti on tbe jRounoke ftlMm» and un the Sound below, must neccswu-Uy mierato as iioweiful auktliai-tcs in 
iMturing a scheme of imcli tmmense importance to the wealth and comerinence of tnatstntp.

Withoit( 
the parental amintancc of the Legislatui-e, to whom these people look with animating confidence ^ for rediiess, the 
grievancesof which they complain, must continue until they become absolutely inttih i iible. 

Your Comroittoo cannot forbear to add, that the |»etition pra} in.:^ the cstablibhment of a bank at Danville in 
■Ipind by several thousand pcrsuns — that it is supported by other petitions from seven counties, and one cnrjwrate 
town, comprtsu^; a poimlation of not less tbaa ninety thousand Mttls^ and iNQ^ing an annual sum into the tre^iiinr of 
Marly for^ thousand doOan. In fbmishing their equal quota of mvemirto the state, they pi a> for retlrf tli tnetr 
need — in return for their devotion to the country, they humbly ask (ii^ipassionato attention to their imjKirious claims 
>-4n the strong language of suflering, they appeal to the justice of the Legislature for the adoption of a measure, at 
•aoe calculated to remove their embarras.sments, .niul to secure to Virginia a most valuable trade. 

TheqaestioQ which these oetttionerB submit to Uie decision of the Legislature, is not* whether a paper medium 
of exchange shall be intrndnre«l into the section of country occupied by the ]>etitlonet^^— such a medium aimidy exists %

Cect the heat interest of this institution. The great disproportion of the punishment in dilli 1 1 nl partn of the State for 
aBBncae in which there could have been no essential difference in legal guilt* b an evident defect in criminal juriffpra* 
dence, the true policy «f which r e q n ir ea as a prevmtatire of crime that the extent as well as the certainty of ininiali- 
nient should be known and ascertained. The statutory provisions (on upt)n the subject of larceny, have irn erted the. 
order of guilt, and of tlie punishment whicli nhould always pursue it. I'"or gratul larceny, the extremity of statutory 
imprisonnent is three years. But, for the minor offence of |M^tty laireny, imprisonment may be extended to tlte full 
period of human life. From the recent report of the auperiatendiutt of the Penitentiary to, the Executive Council of 
the Stale, tt appears that tlie number of conricts returned to the institotlon for second olTenres is increasing. This in> 
crease in the nu mber of iTtiirned convicts proves the necessity of augmenting the vigor of the la^^s, and the facility of 
the courts in apportioning punishment to second offenres. I'nUss hardened offenders against the peace anil older of 
socie ty can hi' leri'iliefl aiiil Miljilued by I lie liori ors ol oflV iideil justice, government must degenerate into o; i;>;iti;tl eiiacs, 
and along with it« alJ the blessings of our free institutions. Your committee are creddtly informed that in some cases 
persons have been convicted of second oiTenceA and punished with less severity than was apportioned totiie first. This 
ariaes from the circumstance that the court before which the offender is tried* is uninformed itf the fai*mcr conviction ; 
flir wantof which information, those wito have been convicted the second time for oflfbnces whirli wore capifal, anterior 
to the Penitentiary esialili-«hineiit, havee\adrd the siiperailded puni^lmient due to Iheii r p.ited enorinitii'^. The rob- 
ber and the murderer lead secret and erratic lives, aud prosper most where tlir y are Iciisi known ; shnnning the living 
witnesses of their recorded degradation and punishment, and prowling among such as are Ignorant of their misdeeds 
and RganUeaii of their footatras. Urnce, it happens* that the cvidem es of their former gnilt mm! ^nibhment can scU 
dem come to the knowledge of the court and in tiieir absence, the ]nisoner most be treated as if he had raade'bis 
first appearance before tin- court. Tiie law of the last session of tlte Lei^islatare, \'.hi( h enipowers tlie Snjn rini' Court 
af Law fur dcnrico county to try the identity of every pi isoner rct cived intutlK- I'enitenliarv . whosiiall have been con- 
victed a second time of any crime which was capital, or a fchmy of ^leath. withrutt benefit of clergy, on the 15th Decem- 
ber 1796* and who shall not have been sentenced on his or her second conviction to undergo an iio|M*isonuiont in Uie 
Jail and Pciiitentiary. and upim proof of such identity to sentence snch |nisoner to undergo Imprisonment* at h«rl 
labor, during life, is wise and salutary ; but has not eradicated all the mischief, nor readied the improviment of \\\\n h 
it is susceptible. Your cnnnuittee are of opinion, that it should be so amended as to iTinove idl trouble an<l dillii ulty 
in asoertainifig what i)frences were cler^iable, and what not, on the l.'ilh Deri nib; r ir'.'o; and moreover, to provide 
for a longer confinement of all tlwae malefactors who may have be«n a second time sent to the iiistitutiun for any ci-iiues* 
whetiier ti^ same were clergiable or not. 

Your committee deem it unnecessary to mak"! any statement of the receipts and disbursementa of the institution, 
as that has been already made by tlie Board of Uirectoi-s in their late rejHirt transmitted to the Mouse of Delegates 
tliiough tiie Chief Magistrate of tin Sinie. Your committee think proper to itate, ho\.i \er, tliat tln v lia\t exaniiueii 
the said receipts and dishursetuents, and have compared tliem with the original entries made in liie boolis, and Uiid 
' them substontially corivct and well supported; with the exception of the entry of arti<-lcs tu the amount ol 841*596 S|* 
fumishctl to Mattliew U. Rice, which seenw to have boon inrorrrctly fMisted on tlie books from whence the statement 
was made; as the anount actually delivered was only 841.416 1-3 ; making a diffen^nre between the two statements 
sirs 180 2-.?, 'I'llis error was, douhtl ss. uirtnti ntioiiai, and is of no moment in tlie settI'Maent of the nocounts.

Taliaferro, the teller 
of t!u" Biink, which is lieirwith "luhinitte i. In all of tliese statements, it will be observed tliat one principal pnint i f 
the resiiiution ado^ited by the committee was unanswered ; the pmportion ol e.u h desrripfion of debt, at llie several 
periods named, which was old accommodatton ]uiper, or \>&\wv ori^lnullij disrounted pi evimis to the year 1815. It w as 
alleds^d that this fH^, stood on a footing different from the rest of the debt of the Bank*— thatt when it wan origin- 
ally dinroimted, it was nndentnod that tlie borrower would be at liberty to renew It fnm time to time« until sonio 
rhaii^e ill tlic ciicuinslaiucs of the iridividtiaU rendered a spcriiil mil fm liiin luTr'sni'V, or nnKlderatinns of a jjcneral 
nature reijuii-cil an unifi)i ia rurtail on all the customers of the liaiik. It nan al^o alledged that it was this sort nj 
mper principally whirh wtis in the hmuls of the coniitry people, titut it had bveii called in IVuni tliein, and tiiatnonc of 
k md been touclied in the hands of the town people, or of the Diraclom. Fur tlicae reasons* a statement ahewinj; 
wbat ftmount of this sort of paper entered into the composition of the diflh«iit dcucriptions of fiebt due to the BaniCt 
■t successive iwriods, wa>- ili nin'd by tlie memorialists imlis|iensiible to their object, and was insisted on by rc])catrd ' 
requisitions of the comnii'lt i . It was, however, iiewf fiiniished ; and a majorittf njtlie comiiiillet finally d -termim-d, 
in consideration of the I'l (->HK>iit of the Hank a;;iTi in.g; that any iinrtion of the debt tine to liie Hank niiirht he as>iumcd 
to be old accommodation pai»er, and the Cashici- i-eprc»eiiting ihat Nuch a statement could nut be uccimdely made out* 
that it should be dfatpensed witli.

It was also asserted, on the |>art of the Bank, that since the tenth day of April IRIff, the distinction between 
accommodation and other paiier had been done away by an oitler of the Hoard of Directors, made on that day. Oii 
exHuioii)!; the minutes of their proceedin.5s, lUHjuired to be kept by a fundamental article of the roiisiitnliim <jf the 
Bank, your committee found that a proposition was made, sometime in the month of January, to put the whole debt 
of the Bank on the footin|; of sixty daja* paper, and was tlicn derided in the negative. The same pro}iosition was 
again submitted, in the month of February or March* and again decided in the negative. In both tliese instances, 
ymir comrnittee found a refi^Iar entry, in the minutes, of the proposition and its rejection. Under the date of the 
tenth of April, your oinmittee found no notice whatever, in the regular ( iiti y, nf siu h a prop'isitluii bfitif^ either 
adopted or rejected ; but a note made by the Cashier, just before the b«»ok was S4.'nl <low» to the Committee, stating 
that an order was made aft (hat time by tlu^ Directors for putting the witole debt of the Bank on the footing; of sixty 
days' paper. The testimoiigr* applicable to this auiyect, will be aeen in the exaninations of several witnesses aocan- 
panving this report Tin evidence of the witne ss e s , vi^o were examined before the committee, was taken down In 
writini; in the form of question and answer; and the whole of it ia BOW aubniitted. It consists of the examinntioiis 
of Mr. Taliaferivi, the Teller, and of Mr. Uradfiite, the Cashier of the FarmciV Hank at Lyn* lihui cf. of Mi-. Otey, 
the Teller of the Vir^jinia Bank at Lynchburg, of Mr. Iiat<-hcr, late President of the Farmers' Hank in Richmond, 
of Mr. Dandridge, Cashier of the United Stages' Baidi in Richmond, and uf Mr. Mitchell. It was stated that there 
WBH other tesHmony both on the piart of the memorialists and of the Bank ; but the Executive, after having postponed 

their apjKiintment of nin-rtors to the latent JK-riod which the Charter of the Hank allowed, were at lens^h com]>elled to 
act, and as the avowed objp< t forwliic h the cominitU'e was ( harmed with the inv esii-^iifion they had been jirosecuting 
was, to obtain information for the guidance of the Kxecutivc in the disdiarf^e of that duty, the farther prosecution of 
the enquiry became useless and unnecessary. Your committee, coiutidci-iiig tiieir funrtiuns as confined to the collecting 
of avMenoe, the effect and tendency of wluch was to be decided by another tribunal, abstain from the expression m 
any opinion as to the questions involved in this investij^ation. AVith the foregoing detail of their proceedings* there-
